This paper is in response to ihe restriction requirement in the Office Action mailed 05/1 1/20O5. 



REMARKS 

In response to the restriction requirement mailed on 5/1 1/2005, applicants elect Group II, claims 7-15 with traverse. 
Any fees should be charged to deposit account 502117. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the Examiner's argument for the restriction, for the following reasons. 

Examiner states: . .the product can be made by another and materially different process such that the process 
includes the step of etching two conductive layers to form conductive end terminations on the substrate, instead of 
patterning the conductive end terminations." 

The well known meaning of patterning" to those of ordinary skill in the art of fabricating electronic circuits on 
substrates, as used in applicants 1 claimed step of "patterning two conductive end terminations on the substrate", 
when applied to the fabrication of conductive terminations by etching includes the sub-steps of both lithography and 
etching. 

This meaning is further supported by the first definition of the transitive verb 4l pattern" that is shown below, taken 
from The American Heritage* Dictionary of the English Language: Fourth Edition. 2000, which is -to make, mold, 
or design by following a pattern". 

By this definition and by the meaning that is well known to those of ordinary skill in the art of fabricating electronic 
circuits on substrates, other processes used to form conductive end terminations or resistor patterns necessarily have 
a patterning step.
